Verlaine is the master of lj-ric erpres- 
ston, using every delicate means in or­ 
dos to eXjgeivs every shadow of his senti­ 
ment aud to excite by harmonious 
sounds the nervous strings of the mod­ 
ern, impressionable listener. That la 
why the "young ones" considered him 
their leader and why he was called th* 
first symbolist. The melodious, aug* 
aestive words, the strange, symbolic 
pictures, arouse in the soul of the read­ 
er the impression which th© poet 
wishes to give him. "II pleura dons 
mon comr, comme ii pleut sur la villa," 
says the poet, aud the use of assonance 
and alliteration ("pleura," "pleut”) 
gives to the line* pleasing harmony and 
to the picture charm aud color. To move 
the sensitive soul of the listener by the 
music of the rhyme, such is Verlaine's 
aim. 
When Leconte de Lisle died, one of 
the Parisian reviews asked the literati 
and artiabs who, after tho author of 
"Boonies Barbera*," was worthy to 
take up the national lyra The votes 
were all for Verlaine. The public of 
the boulevards was astonished at such 
an artistic plebiecitum. The new poet 
laureate was so little known. Never­ 
theless many lovers of poetry loved and 
admired him. 
But how many lovers of 
poetry ara tot re? 
Paul Verlaine died Jan. 9, 1896, and 
was buried two days later iu Clichy 
cemetery. All the artistic aud literary 
youth of Pang followed his coffin. Sev­ 
eral eminent literati spoke at his grave. 
Verlaine never soiled himself with a 
falsehood, nor did he humiliate himself 
by sleeking the applause of the multi­ 
tude His lyra was not far sale.—M. S.
